“Milwaukee is the only large] 
city without a business man’s atl-, 
ministration,” said Mr. Berger, j 
continuing in hia interview. “It 
had business men’s administra¬ 
tions for si.xty-four years, and it 
was always a case of ‘turn the 
grafters out.' We have had a 
workingman’s administration for j 
a year and a half, and while the] 
business men are opposed to us, ^ 
yet they cannot say any of the j 
adminisUation is dishonest. There i 
are ten papers in Milwaukee knock- j 
ing us every day, yet not one of 
them have accused us of grafting. 

“We set out to eliminate thei 
contractor, a business man with j 
business men behind him. .‘Vn ^ 
anxious patriot gol out an in- - 
junction. In fact, one got out I 
twenty-six injunctions compelling 
the city to employ a contractor. 
The charter said that the city 
must let the work to the lowest 
bidder. The contractors had a 
ring. The lowest bid was 50 per 
cent, more than it should have 
been and the other bills ranged 
up to 300 per cent, or more. 
They divided the prohts on every! 
contract. This, too, was business] 
by a business men’s administrA-, 
tion. Well,, we l)est the devil] 
around the bush, and the commis-i 
sioncr of public works bid on city | 
contracts, saved $230,000 in one ‘ 
year paid union wages and the work I 
was well and honestly done. In-' 


cideutally we fixed the minimum 
wage for city employes for eight 
hours’ work at $2 per day, and 
more anxious patriots got out 
several more injunctions.” 

Describing the mithods of prop- 
oganda in the fare of opposing 
newspapera, Mr. Berger said: “It 
was done by our ‘Bundle Brigade,” 
young men who everj- Sunday 
distributed in every part of the 
city, literature upon current topics, 
printed in ten different lanipiages, 
fitted to the comprehension of 
such section. 

“I’v^i been in Congress seven 
months. I lis^ned to all the 
speeches, and tried to find out 
what was the difference between 
the democrats and the republi¬ 
cans. I asked a leader of the re¬ 
publicans in the cloak room. ‘I’ll 
tell vou in confidence,’ he said, 
‘there Un’t any.' "

Its Significance in the CUm Struggle 
By Ernest Untermann 
(Written for The Herald.) 

T he report of the United States 
Immigration Commission, re¬ 
cently published in forty-thrrc 
^femes, contains an investigation of 
^the changes produced in the typical 
'race marks of immigrants by a 
ahorter or longer residence in the 
congested cities of Eastern .America. 

J he material is very nicagcr. It 
s not include Mulattoes, Chinese, 
Japanese, Hindoos, Koreans, nor 
those Europeans of the “old immigra- 
Uon** who arrived here before i88a. 

Only the first and second genera¬ 
tion of the “new immigration" from 
Knrope after t88j arc considered, and 
even these to suc^ a small extent 
that the startling conclosions of the 
commiuion and of its anthropolog¬ 
ical experts seem very unjustified. 

The leading expert of tfic commis¬ 
sion on this field was Professor 
Frans Boas of Colombia University. 
He tet to himself the task of an¬ 
swering the following questions: 

'*1. la there a change in the type of 
f. development of the immigrant 
and his descendants, due to hit 
transfer from his home sur¬ 
roundings to the congested 
parts of New York? 

2. Is there a change in the type of 
the adult descendant of the im¬ 
migrant born in this country as 
compared to the adult immi-

However, in order to find a thor¬ 
oughly conclusive answer to this 
problem, it will be necessary to in¬ 
quire into the effect of class environ¬ 
ment upun race marks. ThU inquiry 
ha* not been undertaken so far. 

Such an inquiry will be indispensa¬ 
ble for a reply to the question of the 
relative superiority of the different 
race*. ^lany a claim now made for 
the physical or mental superiority of 
one race over another will be found 
to rest in reality upon economic su¬ 
periority. But economic superiority 
di>cs not. in the last analysts, rest 
upon biological superiority. It is due 
overwhelmingly to the accidents of 
geographical location. On the other 
hand, we admit, that the Wrious class 
environments, compared to the time 
of the classless environments, have 
played but a supcrfici.il role in the 
formation of race characters. 

ft is also certain that the existing 
different races, when brought into the 
same economic envirnninent. do not 
show an c(|ual efficiency on the cco- 


I he widely accepted view is even 
today that Halfbreed* do not. as a 
rule, carry forward the best qualities 
of both races, and that they cannot 
be regarded xs a step in the direction 
of a superior breed of people. 

The spread knowledge concern¬ 
ing the laws of piutation can but 
serve to strengthen this view. 

All the most convincing evidence 
points to a race culture by way of 
marriage of splendid individuals of 
the same race. The most perfect 
specimens of men and women of the 
same race transmit defi“; c pro¬ 
gressive traits which dominate the re¬ 
gressive ones. Of course, no product 
ofJ>trcdity can be whollyAvithout re¬ 
gressive traits. But in splendid types 
of a certain race the dominant traits, 
or at least the majority of them, out¬ 
balance- the recessive and regressive 
traits. No matter whether the traits 
qf the father or the mother may 
prove to be 4he most predominant in 
the offspringlof such individuals, the 
race is certain to be improxed in that 
way. 

Since the typical race marks are 
thus emphasized, the evolution of the 
present races naturally tends toward* 
a superior Caucasian. Chinese, Negro. 
Hindoo, etc., race, not to a mixture 
of these races. 

Hitherto the sexual selccijnn within 
ihc races and between the races ha* 
for the greater part proceeded blind 
after the manner of naiur.il selection, 

, Con.sequcntly each race c<»nt;un* vast | 
numbers of inferior, regressive indi- i 
viduals. j 

But in view of the lasting nature of [ 
all known races, it is e\idcnt tliat i 
each race has produced cnottgh pro-1 
gressivc individuals to propagate and . 
improve its slock. \ ,

Consequently the natural road to- ^ 
ward a higher breed of men and { 
women will be the crossing of the j 
subraces. varieties. nationalities 1 
within each main race rather than the 
crossing of individuals of widely dii- 
ferentiated races. 

If it be acknowledged that the nat¬ 
ural laws of race development decree 
the more typical development of the 
existing race*, then that view must 
be called utopian which look* for it 
cessation of race struggles and a fra¬ 
ternization of all race* through the 
breeding "f one uniform race as a re¬ 
sult of universal mixture. I 

It reijiains, then, only for u* to an¬ 
swer the question whether the ten¬ 
dency toward a social development 
without class distinctions, having 
done away with class struggle*, will

some essential fact. 

It is certain that the only orthodox 
Marxian who is always right is the 
historical process. .A real science 
proves its claims by foretelling the 
course which the real development 
must take. In this respect the lead¬ 
ing Marians of Europe havf not 
been upheld by the actual development 
of the race question in its relation to 
class struggles. On the contrary, the 
race feeling has proved itself far 
stronger than the class feeling. 

It is written in the annals of race 
development that the entire develop¬ 
ment from capitalism to Socialism 
shall be permeated by race questions. 
The S<KiaIist parties, if they would 
successfully carry through the class 
struggle in the interest of the work¬ 
ing class, must count with race feel¬ 
ing as one of the persistent elements 
in the forward development of hu¬ 
manity .

Every¬ 
where on the globe new types of man 
are developing under the combined 
action of changed environments and 
intermarriage.

The vAisting race* have been devel¬ 
oped during an evolution covering 
hundred* of thousands of years. In 
comparison with those periods the 
materia! of ^Boas appears infinitesi¬ 
mal. 

Furthermore, since wc have learned 
to understand the significance of an 
accumulation of small changes for the 
laws of mutation, we are facing the 
open question, whether wc shcmld not 
first study the law* of mutation in 
their relation to race development 
before we venture to draw sweeping 


society, and the significance of the 
Malthusian law in this race question, 
have either not been considered at all 
by the scientific Socialists, or have 
been waived aMdc with a few ntop'an 
remark*. 

But no scientific Socialist should 
permit hi* view to become blurred 
by an excessive emphasis upon ulti¬ 
mate ideals at the expense of unax*oid- 
able realities. Too many assertions 
of the early theoretical leaders of 
modem Socialism are repeated as 
though they were scientific truths. 
But the great fundamental truths of 
scientific Socialism alone ar^ not suffi¬ 
cient to make a full scientific socio¬ 
logist. Unless we learn to apply these 
truths in actual life. Socialist theory 
remain* barreh. 

Now no scientific fruth can be ap¬ 
plied to the problem* of actual life 
without studying that life itself. If 
we really wi>h tu’^earn the right to be 
called scientific Socialists, w'e must 
learn to pay more attention to the 
relative value* of the unifying and 
differentiating tendencies in social de- 
s'elopment. The.*c^ various tendencies j 
are at work rimultaneoatly. They | 
simultaneously produce contradictory i 
results. Pu! the leading Marxians of j 
the present day deny such a possi¬ 
bility. According to the science 
taught by the leading Marxians of 
Europe, no principle can simultane¬ 
ously unify and differentiate, strength¬ 
en and weaken, depress and elevate. 

This logic, which {f>f the present 
dominates t.ic theoretical w*orks of 
most scientific Socialists, is nor in ac¬ 
cord vrith the actual facts. Conse¬ 
quently it leads to endless friction m 
theory and practice. In the present- 
day activity of our party, some unify- 
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race mark* by intermarriage is con¬ 
cerned, many anthropologists of the 
present day-claim that race mixture 
has not produced a single new and 
durable race so far. Heredity, so they 
say. decrees that mixed races shall 
consist of individuals who for the 
greater part vary in the direction of 
cither the father or the mother race- 
The same law i* also said to hold 
good tn children begfitten by parents 
children 
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of the same race. Ju>t as 
vary either in accord with the domi¬ 
nant qualities of the father's line or 
in accord with those of the mother’s 
line, >0 mixed races are said to vary 
in accord with either the father’s or 
the mother's race, so that no durable 
new race results in this way.

L.ET him who questions the value of iMiionism paui^c to consider for 
a moment just one thing that unionism h^s accomplished. 

It well known that in the early days of the present factory system 
the day’s work.extended UMially to fourteen or sixteen hours. 

This long day existed for all workers, the skilled and the uuskillrd, thr 
children as well as the men and women. 

The workers had not yet learned to organize and a*, individuals they 
wt.c utterly helpless to ellect a change iii the hours of their labor or in 
the scale of their wages. 

There were, of course, no laws to protect them and so they lived en 
tircly at the mercy of their employers. 

The normal conditions that existed little more than half a century ago 
m England and elsewhere throughout the world of the factory system 
are equaled today oitjy in certain plague spots. 

When one reads the stories of the misery and oppression, the long 
hours and low wages of those days one wonder^ how the workers nunaged 
to live^at all. 

How much the conditirms of th% workers generally has been improved 
it is by no means easy to say, but we do know that the condition of the 
workers has vastly improved wherever they have learned to value unity. 

In those trades where the men have known enough to fight tor their 
rights and to stand together there has arisen what some scoffers like to call 
an "aristocraey of labor.” 

And if in certain trades there are indeed aristocrats of labor it is sim¬ 
ply because they have had intelligence enough to fight together, to pay- 
dues to one organization and to battle always with unity and solidarity. 

.\nd what they liave done all other works can do. 

The “aristocrats” hold no patent on their method of action, and by act¬ 
ing in the same manner all toilers an win all the “aristocrats” have 

won. 

Now. -it It difficult to ascertain just how much unton woricers have 
benefited by higher wages. 

In that matter there i* always the question at to the increased cost of 
living, which make difficult any comparison of wages here and abroad or 
of wages now with those of forty years ago 

The Isest one can do is to compare wages and hours today in one trade 
that is organized with the wages and hour* in another trade that is unor¬ 
ganized. 

This hat beeu well done by the department of labor at Washington and 
the figures^ gathered by iliat dejartment show beyond dispute the enor¬ 
mous benefits that have come to labor at a result of organization. 

Consider for one moment thr following facts: 

We all know that the workers in fhe iron and steel trade are poorly 
organized, and we find that the hours of labor In this trade are from sixty 
to seventy-two per week. 

The hot blast men in all parts of the country work about rigluy-four 
hours per week. 

On the other hand, we all know that the stone and granite cutters are 
well organized. 

When we look up the figures of their hours we find that they work 
about forty-eight hours per week. 

The bricklayers, the carpenters, the hodcarriers. the {uiinters. the paper 
hangers, and the plumbers are highly organtced trades and when we inquire 
into the *'our8 worked by ihenc men we f- d that they rarely average more 
than fifty hours per week. 

These workers, then, arc the aristocrats of labor simply because they 
are well united in their trade, are loyal to their organization, pay their 
dues and fight a common battle. 

It would be difficult to find an argument in support of unionism ^as 
potent as this one. 

To find one set of workeis like the stone cutters working forty-eight 
hours per week and another set of workers in the iron and steel trade 
working eighty hours per week should alone be enough to conviitre ever> 
toiler in this wide land of the value of unionism. 

But this is not all. The hot blast me.n who work an average of eighty' 
four hours per week obtain only about sixten cents per hour for their tabor. 

The stone cutters who work on an average of forty-eight hours per 
week receive an average of forty cents per hour. 

In other words, the stone cutters working about half the time of the 
hot blast nien receive at the end of the week much larger w-ages. 

To look at it in another way, a hot blast man during his life sells to 
hts boss an amootit of labor about equal to that sold by two stone cutters 
during their life. 

THE HOT BLAST WORKER GIVES TN ONE LIFE WHAT 
ONE STONE CUTTER WOULD NEED TWO LIVES TO GIVE

The Company bears all the responsibility 
and does all the work. Yet, the City is not a 
“silent” partner by any means.* It takes an 
active part in directing the Company’s affairs. 


The City shares in the financial proceeds 
-f the Company’s business. Not oiily that; 
it determines what its own share shall be and 
collects it by meant of special toxas and other 
levies in addition to the regular taxes assessed 
against other business enterprises. Such 
taxation is a burden upon the business. 


The greatest benefit that the People can 
derive from the operation of the street rail¬ 
way is in the transportation service furnished. 
The better the service, the more the People 
will profit by the City’s partnership with the 
Comnany. 


For this reason the business success of the . 
Company and the quality of ita service should 
be the first consideration with the City as wel| 
as the Company. There should be close co¬ 
operation, and other considerations should 
not be permitted to interfere with efficiency 
oi the service.
